Honorable Term 


An Air Force sergeant at Turner Field 
has taken on himself a battle that promises 
to be a whole lot tougher to win than the 
Korean fight. 

He complains to The Albany Herald that 
the term “GI” is derogatory and ought to 
be abandoned. 

“They're Marines in the Marines, sail- 
ors in the Navy and airmen in the Air 
Force,” he says. “Why not infantrymen in 
the ground forces, not GIs?” . 

The sergeant, incidentally, is a veteran 
of 10 years in the ground forces. He trans- 
ferred to the air nine years ago. He dis- 


likes the term because it actually means 


“Government issue” and may refer to any- 
thing from the GI can to the .30-caliber 
carbine as well as ground troops. 

While that was the original meaning, 
today you have to qualify use of “GI” in 
referring to anything but men of Uncle 
Sam’s ground forces. Like a lot of other 
words, it has taken on respectability with 
age and now is associated all over the 
world with the finest of fighting men. 

Besides, “GI” fits so well into the 
American penchant for breezy abbrevia- 
tion it would be a pity, even were it not 
an impossibility, to lose it. We have short- 
ened Interstate Commerce Commission to 
ICC, Federal Power Commission to FPC, 
Economic Co-operation Administration to 
ECA and a host of others. We ran afoul 
once when we shortened American Mili- 
tary Government to AMGOT, hastily and 
embarrassedly changing it when it was dis- 
covered the initials spelled an obscene 
word in Turkish. 

So, Sergeant, let's just forget the hum- 
ble origin of “GI.” The gum-chewing, 
grinning, friendly fighting fellow is world 
famous. And not one in a million knows, 
or cares, that his name used to be associ- 
ated with things issued free by the Gov- 
ernment. He has taken from the heap a 
common term and given it a high and hon- 
orable symbolism—a free man fighting for 
the land he loves. | 


Money is plentiful. Unless there are 
controls; continued “scare buying” will run 
the prices of goods up and up. 

If that happens labor unions can be 
expected to ask general wage increases.

The wisdom of Mr. Baruch, whose 
advice ofi preparedness should have been 
heeded many months ago, plus hundreds 
of thousands of letters from constituents, 
changed the views of Congress. 

The critical weakness of our armed 
strength is evident in Korea. If we are to 
be ready for further aggression, which 
may come at any time and in any of sev- 
eral places, we must put all our energies 
behind rearmament. That can be done 
only by controls. 
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Let’s Strip 


Down to Essentials 


Practically everybody will agree with 
Mr. Truman’s original thesis that financ- 
ing the fighting in Korea and mobilization 
for possible all-out war make it necessary 
for all governmental agencies not directly 
connected with defense to curtail spending 
as much as possible. 

Even with added taxes, there will not 
be sufficient revenue to finance partial 
mobilization—that might turn into full 
mobilization any day—in addition to busi- 
ness-as-usual for agencies that have noth- 
ing to do with pufting the nation in fight- 
ing trim. , 

We could do without, or with less of, a 
great many of those functions now. There 
will be loud shrieks from entrenched bu- 
reaucrats. They will claim their functions, 
though not remotely attached to defense, 
are more important than ever. The Presi- 
dent and the Congress can disregard such 
cries, for they now will have no political 
effect. Frightened by the collapse of our 
defenses, the people are far more interested 
in seeing them built up than in continuing 
a great many of the services—both genu- 
ine and so-called—of the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

For example, there is little dispute 


‘about the need for the power and flood 


control dams being built. But unless these 
dams are designed directly to *provide 
power for war industries construction 
might well be halted for the time. And 
those still in the planning stage can be 
shelved. 

Obviously, we need better roads. But 
if war with Russia comes traffic will be 
cut in half or more through gasoline scar- 
city. Besides, what good would super- 
highways be to a people conquered by 
Communists? | 

However desirable such things be, they 
ought to be subordinated to the defense of 
the country. 

Certainly we should continue with a 
farm program. There may again be need 
for all possible production. But there ob- 
viously is no excuse for the 178 Federal 
farm employees—full and part time— 
found in a single county last year. 

Many other Federal activities can be 
curtailed or abolished. We can ‘continue 
with a single mail delivery a day in resi- 
dential sections. It is more necessary than 
ever that tax dollars be stretched to the 
utmost in the nondefense agencies. 

As in other matters relating to the 
battle, the people are far ahead of Wash- 
ington. 

To get ready means we must strip down 
to the essentials. Only when that is done 
will the public feel the effort really has 
begun.

Korea Stops 
Depression Talk 


WASHINGTON—For business and industry 

the present crisis, revolving around events in 

Korea and the threats of further Communist ag- 

gression abroad, has at least one reassuring aspect. All talk of a 

possible depression is now definitely out. Businessmen might as 
well forget that there is such a word. 


, Our problem in the foreseeable future will be in the opposite 
direction—to control a boom and to guard against inflation. »De- 
flation is out of the. question. For once, economists in and out 
of the Government are agreed that there is no prospect for a busi- 
ness’ setback anywhere on the horizon. 


Business activity and industrial production, already at top 
levels, are to go even higher. The same is true of civilian employ- 


ment, which in June was higher than any previous June in history. ° 


53 Billion Assurance against any possible depression is 

written in the vast new defense program Presi- 
dent Truman has laid down to Congress. In brief, it calls for a 
military budget of 25 to 30 billion dollars a year. Added to the 
ordinary Government costs of 28 billion or more, this means that, 
even without another world war, Government spending is to be 
at a rate of at least 53 billion a year—probably more. 


Since the end of the late war the Federal budget has run at a 
rate of about 40 billion a year. Before the war it was around 
nine billion. Twenty years ago it was less than four billion. It 
shows the change that has taken place during the past two decades. 

The impact of the added billions we are having to spend for 
defense and the Korean war can be relied upon to throw out any 
possibility of a depression in the years that lie ahead. With in- 
dustry already straining to keep up with the demand for domestic 
goods, we will have to guard against a new boom getting out of 
control. 


Danger The danger of the situation is pointed up clearly in the 

President’s mid-year economic report to Congress. Even 
before the Korean crisis developed civilian employment in June 
had reached 61,500,000, a record figure. Total production of all 
goods and services rose to an all-time high annual] rate of 267 
billion in the second quarter of 1949 and with the peak rate of 
259 billion in the last quarter of 1948, which was supposed to be 
tops. 

Also the industrial production index for June, 1950, reached 
199, which was 18 percent higher than a year ago and higher than 
the previous postwar peak in 1948. 

Wage and salary payments in June were running at the annual 
rate of almost 140 billion, or about 4.5 billion higher than last 
year. Profits of corporations in the second quarter of this year 
were running some 17 percent above last year and were at the 
rate of 31 billion a year. Likewise, personal income was placed 
at the annual rate of 213.7 billion, up about 4 percent from the 
last quarter of 1949. Only farm income, at a seasonably adjusted 
rate of 11.6 billion in the second quarter of this year, was below 
that of a year ago—by 15 percent. 

These are the salient features of the President’s most recent 


‘economic report to Congress. It shows the heavy burden that will 


be put on the national economy to absorb the added billions to be 
spent for defense. 


< While all thought of a depression is out, the 
Out of Kilter danger is that these heavy additional Gov- 
ernment expenditures will act as a stimulus to inflation unless 
proper controls are exercised. If we allow that to happen our whole 
economic machine may be thrown out of kilter. Living costs cannot 
be permitted to rise without expecting labor to come forth with 
fresh demands for wage increases. Wage increases would mean a 
further boost in the cost of goods and materials. That is the way 
the inflationary spiral works. 
If we are compelled to go in for a heavy program of defense 
Spending that threatens to throw the national economy out of 


balance, the only thing to do, it seems, is to follow the advice 


of Bernard M. Baruch, who says we should freeze everything at 
levels that existed at the time of the Korean outbreak. There are 
some aspects of inflation that could be worse than a depression.

Keep Rent Control 


The Editors: We are under the impression 
that certain landlords are applying pressure on 
Councilmen in the interest of killing rent con- 
trol in Atlanta. We write as one of the many 
small landlords who believe that rent control is 
wise and necessary. 


There are about 100,000 rental units in the 
city. With control dead, rents may rise about 
$10 per month per unit. About a million dollars 
a month, or $12,000,000 a year will, therefore, 
be withdrawn from general circulation. 


It is our belief that this is detrimental to 
the community at large. This money should be 
used for living: to buy milk for baby Mary Jo, 
dresses for wife Ellen and gas for her husband’s 
car; to straighten Sue’s teeth and repair Uncle 
John’s hernia; to pay for a new electric stove 
and a ticket to the ball game. Siphon off $12,- 
000,000 and you will hurt every consumet?. and 
retailer in Atlanta. 


Certain. landlords protest most emphatically 
that they are in serious financial distress be- 
cause of inadequate rentals. This may be ut 
they have not yet been seen applying char- 
ity at the Fulton County Welfare partment. 
Contrariwise, there are certain mathematicians 
in this city who calculate that landlords are in 
better shape now than they were before the 
war. The mathematicians figure as follows: 

Before 1940, landlords lost 10 per cent 
of their expected gross income because of 
nonrentals, 10 per cent because of failure » 
to pay and 10 per cent spent for painting 
and renovating. Since 1945 the landlord 
loses little or none of this 30 per cent, espe- 
cially in the medium-cost,; rental range. First, 
there is no loss from nonrental; second, ten- 
ants have nowhere else to move if they are 
evicted for nonpayment. And so they pay 
on the barrelhead. And; finally, it is the 
practice in many apartments to have paint- 
ing and redecorations done at the tenants’ 
expense. 

Thus, if the landlord’s actual gross income 
was $70,000 before the war, it is now about 
$100,000 at the same rental. Students of real 
estate also point out property valdes have almost 
doubled in the 1940-1950 period, a most advan- 
tageous circumstance to those who own property. 

It would appear, therefore, that the land- 
lord’s lot is not particularly an unhappy one. 
As a matter of record there are many more 


poorly paid and arduous ways of making a living. 


We have had some experience as a landlord 


to 140 apartments in a recently completed build- - 


ing project. Although the rentals are at a low- 
medium level, averaging less than $50 per month 
per unit, we find we have received a very fair 
return on our investment. 

Mr. Councilman, many of the small land- 
lords, most of the business folks and all of the 
tenants in Atlanta are on your side. Come 


election time, the voters in Atlanta will remem- - 


ber how you prevented their rents from being 


raised. .

ing expenses, repairs, upkeep, etc., as any other 
business. The expense incident to the operation 
of rental property has increased as has the cost 
in your and every other business. 

Other municipalities in the Atlanta area rec- 
ognized this fact and decontrolled rent months 
ago, leaving Atlanta and Fulton County an island 
completely surrounded by decontrolled property. 
These property owners, who constitute the backe- 
bone of the taxpaying public, have had an op- 
portunity to adjust their rentals to their expenses 


and still report very few vacancies. Atlanta has 
added 12 per cent additional housing since 1940, 
but has had only an 8 per cent increase in 
population. There is less occupancy per uffft of 
dwelling space in Atlanta today than ever before. 
Despite the statement of the Office of Housing 
Expediter that only 67 rental units were avail- 
able on July 3—actual investigation shows that 
there was more than a thousand units available 
at that time. 


If the City Council of Atlanta and the Mayor 
follow the suggestion outlined in your editorial, 
you will find Atlanta a city of shambles and 
slums, with ever-increasing disease due to the 
fact that such ill-advised action should be taken. 


Many of the rents as now frozen were actu- 
ally in the depression era, but the income of those 
who rent them is 1950 income. There is no doubt 
that controls will be reimposed on everything 
with the possible exception of wages if the war 
situation becomes worse. Rents are entitled to 
be adjusted as all other businesses are entitled 
to adjust their Income and operation expenses. 
This can only be accomplished by decontrol. No 
one ms to be too much concerned about the 
fact® brought out in a column by Victor Reisel, 
Friday, July 28, in which he pointed out that 
the labor leaders “want heavy pay increases right 
now—and right across the board. They .haven’'t 
made up their mind just how they will ask for 
more money, whether to hook their demands 
to increase living costs, or just outright.” 

Is it any more a crime for the landlord who 
has obtained practically no compeysation for 
increased expenses during the last eight years, 
now that a new war may be in the offering, than 
for labor to demand the last farthing?

Pep- 
per and Graham in reckless exploitation of the 
racial issue and bitter opposition to the Tru- 
man, welfare program, and, it might be added, 
in the re-election of Gov.

Rep. George A. Smathers in Florida and Willis

the Dixiecrats, though beneficiaries of a Dixie- 


crat type of campaign. But, as far as the Presi- 
dent is concerned, their triumph represents a 
loss to him where it counts—in votes in Con- 
gress. 

The paradox in the South needs an expla- 
nation. 

While Southern politics is hard to understand, 
some study and observation of Southern politi- 
cal reactions suggests there may be a clue in 
_ What happened. a score of years ago, in some 
* respects a parallel. In 1948 Harry Truman, the 
regular Democratic candidate, lost four South- 
ern States to the Dixiecrats. In 1928 Alfred E. 
Smith, the regular Democratic candidate, a 
Catholic and a “wet,” lost four Southern States 
_sfter a campaign in which bigotry was exploited 
in an underground campaign. Only Alabama 
appears-~in, both lists. 

Two years later, in 1930, two veteran South- 
ern Senators who had bolted Al Smith and their 
party and supported the Republicans and Her- 
bert Hoover were defeated—Furnifold Simmons 
in North Carolina and Tom Heflin in Alabama. 


Two years after. 1948, Dixiecrats were 
defeated where their heads showed in the 
three cases previously cited. It seems that 
Southerners, on sober second thought, are 
inclined to punish political apostasy—which, 
in the South, is desertion of the Democratic 
Party by public leaders. 


A Southern custom. Perhaps involved, too, 
is a spirit of atonement for an exhibition which 
many’ people become ashamed of afterward, 
when overwrought feelings cool off and so find 
their scapegoats. 

This is something, even if the spirit persists 
under a different guise.

The Union Movement and War 


NEW YORK—The union movement was a saboteur, a slacker and a, gross 
profiteer in World War II and intends to exploit the new emergency not for any 
benefit for the workers or fighters but for the professional unioneers only. It is 
bootless to argue that capital and industry also made money out of the second war. 
There are many explanatory and softening facts as to such profit-taking which 
do not apply in mitigation of the ruthless greed of the unioneers during the same 

period. Anyway, admitting the worst for the sake of argument, the obstruction and greed of the unions 
still is inexcusable. One wrong does not justify another. 


The costs of war are paid by the taxes of the 
people including, by the way, fighters away at 
the front who have personal income accruing 
at home from investments or from past labors, 
such as books or going business firms. Unions 
pay no tax on an income amounting to billions 
and this income is not spent for the benefit of 
the workers except in trifling amounts as largess 
to build up benevolent reputations for union 
dictators. So the front-fighter in this category 
unquestionably does find himself paying income 
taxes’ to provide boodle and luxury for un- 
speakable parasites safe at home. 


The American union movement is not a 
labor movement at all and my authority for 
that, should you require one to support my 
own expert authority, is John L. Lewis who 
so stated in a magazine article several years 
ago. It is a racket and fundamentally evil 
and should have been destroyed by law ere 
it developed its present formidable power. 


That seems to be the range of possibility, 
however, until the time when predatory union- 
ism runs its course over the brink into some 
form of despotism and the great despot of the 
future puts his heel on this monumental fraud 
and grinds it into the earth along with the 
precious liberties of the people. In the present 
situation the possibility naturally occurs that 
this despot could be Stalin or his immediate 
successor. 

During World War II the American union 
movement made a deal with F. D. Roosevelt 
known as the no-strike pact. Thereby, in return 
for certain illicit concessions to the boss 
unioneers, tightening their power over labor and 
war production, the movement promised not to 
permit strikes in war industries. This promise 
was violated 
milky and benign a believer as the late Ray 
Clapper was nauseated by the triviality of the 
pretexts given by union agents in the steel 
mills for stopping work and production. They 
would yank the men off the job if the hoxey- 
pokey wagon ran out of strawberry bellywash 
or cocoanut crunchy bars. 

In one year even the Department of Labor 
admitted the occurrence of 5,000 strikes, and 
the Department of Labor, be it remembered, is 
» actually a front for the union movement and 
never to be trusted in statements affecting its 
client or protege. Meanwhile the income of the 
union movement was estimated at one thousand 
million dollars a year. Some authorities within

thousands of times and even s0 — 


the union movement privately expressed a be- 
lief that the gross loot was even higher. Not a 
dime of this money flowed back to the Govern- 
ment as tax, although those industrialists who 
Imve been called war profiteers were subject 
to both taxation and renegotiation. 


The boilermakers union which has its home 
office in Kansas City, Kansas, compelled hun- 
dreds of thousands of citizens in shipyards and 
other works to join its membership and as a 
condition of membership, compelled them to buy 
insurance from which a son of the union presi- 
dent derived enormous commissions. 


The amount of his profits never was ascer- 
tained, because the ruling huddle recognized no 
obligation to confide this information to their 
faceless subjects Indeed, in one large western 
port where Henry Kaiser was building boats and 
an oversupply of workers had trouble keeping 
out of one another’s way, the faceless men were 
bluntly warned to keep out of a luxurious new 
building erected at their expense to serve the 
vanity and comfort of the boss unioneers. The 
boss unioneers treated the workers as though 
they were animals and labor was wasted 
wantonly through over-staffing so that the 
union bosses could get the maximum number 
of subjects to exploit and tax. Of course, 
in such cases, the cost of the product went up 
accordingly and subject to minor reductions, so 
did the contractor’s profit. 


If it be decided along the line of least 
resistance that unions must be suffered to 
function and impede the war effort again, 
then Congress certainly should limit the*in- 
lation fee to one dollar and the dues to one 
dollar a month on all war work and provide 
by law ‘that all assessments shall be sub- 
ject to ratification by a majority of the 
members by secret ballot—not a majority of 
those present and voting by a show of hands. 


There should be also a limitation on the per 
capita tax paid by locals to the main offices, 
many of which are in Washington, and to the 
regional and council office. If the teamsters ac- 
quire three million members, reaching into lines 
of work remote from hauling and handling, the 
per capita tax for the national office should be 
limited to one cent a month on the first million, 
one half a cent on the second million and one 
mill on all members beyond two million. That 
would be a lavish amount for all the legitimate 
purposes of a union.

Fescue Needs 
A Legume 


CUMBERLAND ISLAND—There has been a 

j lot of rain down here lately and the days are 

wi wie much cooler than the preceding few weeks and 

this brings up thoughts of what we should be doing back on the 

old Yellow River. When the weather is hot as it has been lately 

one thinks mostly of the joys.of lying in the shade, lunching on 

a creek bank or slipping into a pool or pond for a luxuriant swim. 

But then the first cool breath flows through our being we take 
up where we left off the business of farming. 

So we think of Yellow River, the cattle that are now fattening 
on the hills in front of the house, of the sericea lespedeza on the 
hillsides to the south of the house and of the kudzu that must by 
now be completely overwhelming the rye grass the cattle used 
last Spring. The fescue has now been combined for seed, the 
residue that went through the combine baled for roughage and it 
is now getting réady to rest a bit before Winter comes on. Seed are 
important, but fescue’s first job is to provide adequate Winter 
grazing. 


Many farmers like ourselves went all out to 
Winter Grass secure a Winter grass and were not very mucly 
concerned with auxiliary grasses or clovers until they first made 
sure of the Winter grass, but now, having been successful in this, 
they make plans for the introduction of some legume by which they 
may increase the protein content, the succulence of the grass, and 
secure, also, a considerable amount of nitrogen for the betterment 
of the grass. We are in this position on some of our fescue land. 
We have some of the best fescue grass growing anywhere, but it is 
growing by itself and would be improved by the inclusion of a 
legume. 

It cannot be too strongly emphasized that fescue grass, even 
a thick stand of it, can be planted to an added legume by giving 
the grass a first-class harrowing (no turning), then a packing, 
and then a broadcasting of seed. Orien Brooks, of the Blairsville 
Experiment Station, has proved this beyond. question. 

So, this should be our job as well as the work of many others 
this coming Fall. We will scarify the Ky. 31 fescue grass with 
a bush-and-bog harrow, apply whatever fertilizer we think is 
proper, pack the land with a cultipacker, add such legume seed as 
we think belongs with the fescue, and then pack the land again. 


: Why didn’t you put the legume in with the fescue 
Sure Fire to begin with? Well, we wanted a sure-fire Winter 
grass and we knew we could manage the legumes later once we 
got the grass. Too, we have experienced along with several other 
farmers the facts that where fescue and the legumes are planted 
at the same time it often happens that the legume runs away with 
the land and fréezes out the grass. This is especially true of the 
valiant clover, ladino. 

What clover shall we use with fescue? Most people prefer ladino. 
And it is a champion. On the other hand, we now know that the 
fescue can be scarified in the late Summer without injury and this 
makes the right kind of environment for clovers such as manganese 
and button. Most clovers need a scratching to get them into the 
ground and up to a good stand in the Fall. 

The renovating process is a great discovery. It is one of the 
facts we have been needing to know.

Court Upholds 
Conviction 


Of 11 Reds 


NEW YORK, Aug. 1—(#)—The 
VU. §S. Court of Appeals unani- 
mously affirmed Tuesday the 
conviction of 11 Communist lead- 
ers on charges of conspiring 
organize the Communist. Party to 
teach and advocate the forcible 
overthrow of the United States. 
Government. , 


The main opinion of 66 pages 
was written by Chief Judge 
Learned Hand with Justice Thomas 
W. Swan concurring. A separate 
concurring opinion of seven pages 
was written by Judge Harris B. 
Chase. 


The decisian upheld constitu- 
tionality of the Smith Act, under 
which the 11 were convicted last 
Oct. 14. Judge Hand wrote that 
“obviously, one cannot teach or 
advocate the use of violence with- 
out specifically intending to bring 
about its use.” 


The Communists had -attacked 
Judge Harold R. Medina, who 
presided at the trial, and charged 
that he was biased. 

“The record discloses,” Judge 
Hand wrote, “‘a judge sorely tried 
for many months of turmoil, con- 
stantly provoked by useless bick- 
ering, exposed to offensive slights 
and insults, harried with inter- 
minable repetition, who... 
showed considerably greater self- 
control and forbearance than it 
is given to most judges to pos- 
sess.”

REDS PUSHING MISSIONARIES OUT 


Bishop Holt Says Church Unity. 
_Is Keystone of World Peace

Missionaries, operating under the banner of Christian teachings and duty, will soon 
be forced out of every Communistic country in the world, according to Bishop Ivan Lee 
Holt, of St. Louis, Mo., president of the Methodist World Federation. 

The distinguished church leader and his wife, just back from their wedding trip to 
Europe, are in the city a few days en route to Missouri. 


“Some churchmen §sstill be- 
lieve that it is possible to co- 
operate with the Communists, 
but it is my personal opinion 
and | feel that I speak for 
many, in saying that Commu- 
nists will, and are, making it 
so unpleasant for our foreign 
representatives and workers 
that they will be forced out of 
these countries,” he said. 


With his finger on the re- 
ligious pulse of the world, 
Bishop Holt pointed out that one 
of the needs of the world, one 
world, is the advancement of 
Christianity, unity of purpose 
and effort with all denomina- 
tions co-operating. 

“Here in Georgia the Georgia 
Council of Ghurth Women, 
, headed by Mrs. Chester Martin, 
are pushing the Ecumenical 
Register, which will help widen 
the scope and influence of 
women's work in the church, 
This work is indeed important 
and worthwhile and deserves 
praise.” ; 

Mrs. Martin, who is spear-

Milk is composed of fat, wa- 
ter and nonfat solids. Nonfat 
dry milk is simply fresh, sweet, 
milk from which 
the fat and water have been re- 
moved. 

It contains all the nutrients of 
fresh whole milk except for the 
fat and water, so it is rich in 
calcium and phosphorus, easy- 
to-digest protein, the B vitamins 
and milk sugar. 

Nonfat dry milk is a powder 
available in half-pound and 
oe packages. When it is 

iquefied by the addition of wa- 
ter, it is used exactly like fluid 
milk—for drinking, cooking, 
baking, or other uses.

Is He Rejecting

DEAR E. G.: Dan’s behavior is 
very peculiar, and I think he is 
angrily trying to give you a 
hard time. It occurs to me that 
possibly he never truly wanted 
to be a doctor. Maybe you de- 
terminedly picked that role for 
him. Or if it isn’t that specific, 
perhaps your plans for him 
(i. e., your unconscious demands 
on him) are ill suited to his 
native talents. If so, he would 
resent the goading pressure of 
your overly ambitious expecta- 
tions, and might unconsciously 
welcome and dramatize circum- 
stantial interference with your 
designs. 

For purposes of discussion, 
however, let’s assume that 
Dan’s heart was set on being 
a doctor. Naturally then he 
would feel badly about a series 
of turndowns from medical 


to enroll. But considering the 
traditional bottleneck in 
more or less deliberately 
stricted field of study—a situa- 
tion aggravated and ted

* psychoneurotic and you are his 
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college—a rejected contender 
can’t logically cry “persecu- 
tion!” when by-passed. 

For example, the admissions 
office of a leading medical 
school in Washington, D. C., 
discloses that approximately 
three thousand students apply 
there annually for medical 
training. And only about 90 to 
100 are accommodated. 

You’ll find much the same 
scoring all over, which shows 
how great are the odds against 
getting a toehold in the pro- 
fession, and what a backwash 
of disappointment sweeps the 
ranks of contenders each year. 
But bonafide aspirants are pre- 
pared fdr obstacles, reverses 
and slow going, because the 
hallmark of genuine interest in 
any specialty consists in know- 
ing what you are heading into. 
And if Dan wasn’t prepared to 
“try, try again,” and to sup- 
port himself through discour- 
agements, then his approach to 
medicine was perfunctory 
(hence indifferént) to say the 
least. 

As I said to start, it is my 
impression that Dan is using 
the educational roadblock as 
excuse to stage a sitdown strike 
against your push to make a big 
shot of him, so that you may 
coast through life on his pres- 
tige. He is aware of your pump- 
priming interest in him, and 
too resistant and resentful of 
it. to deal rationally with events 
at this time. 

As I see the picture, Dan is 


opposite number, having neu- 
rotic traits that dovetail with 
his — each wanting conjugal 
support the other can't give. 
Thus I feel you jointly need 
psychiatric help, in learning 
right values and the techniques 
of mature co-operation in inti- 
mate relationship. Without this 
your marriage can’t long en- 
dure.

The living room in the tradi- 
tional group keys itself to the 
colors expressed in the old Eng- 
lish document print at the win- 
dows. The print, a bird and 
flower design done on a heavy 
faille, shades rose into a deep 
cherry red, relieved with green, 
and the sofa picks up the vivid 
cherry tone across the room. A 
deep green lounge chair com- 
plements a fanback chair which 
wears the same print the win- 
dows use. 


The conventional dignity of 
the room is spiked pb 
wrought-iron tebta and 2 
set in the wide corner windows 
of the room, bridging the indoors 
and the panorama afforded by 
the windows, 


The dining room is a vividly 
formal and impressive room in 
dark mahogany against a back- 
ground of Renaissance red drap- 
eries, repeated in the upholster- 
ing of two host chairs. The 
fabric used is something excit- 
ingly new in the field of a lot 
for a little. Called “Damask 
Perennial,” it is a tone on tone 
print in chintz which gives the 
exact feeling and appearance of 
deep, lustrous damask — at 
roughly one-third the cost. 
French scenic paper is used on 
one wall, continuing the mood 
of formality. A pale grey cot- 
ton rug is a foil for the inten- 
sity of the scarlet fabric. 

The subtleties of shading from 
an egg shell into deep chocolate 
brown give a charming air of 
repose to the bedroom which 
used 18th century mahogany 
against a chintz floral print 
called “Rose Arbor.” The inter- 
esting use of fabric as a wall 
covering is shown in this room 
in a wall niche, in which the 
vanity is framed by the muted 
print, accented with green. 

Beautifully tailored draperies 
and vanity skirt match the bed- 
spread, all in aie restrained 
mocha, and are ready made, 
with a custom-made look. 

Stepping into the modern liv- 
ing room is like moving into a 
home-like oasis, or swimming 
into a lime freeze, it is that cool. 
Slate gray walls broken with 
wide windows are accented with 
draperies of a delightful fabric 
called “Yucca,” which is exotic 
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and colorful — to key the 
whole room. Lime carpets re- 
peat one shade of the fanciful 
print, and a deeper lime ap- 
pears in the tailored sofa. A 
deep green lounge chair is 
flanked by an occasional table 
in blond wood, and a low coffee 
table, also blond, makes a cen- 
tral grouping with a chair up- 
holstered in the drapery fabric. 


The dining group, done in 
limed oak, shows the modern 
emphasis on functionalism. The 
spaciousness of the joint room 
is linked by the use of the fab- 
ric at the windows, and the 
repetition of the light woods. — 


Color is the charm of the 
bedroom, an unexpected use of 
a deep, blued slate occurring in 
the walls and in the tailored 
bedspread, with a splash of 
magenta made by a deeply com- 
fortable boudoir chair and its 
ottoman. A fabric which its 
manufacturer calls “Calcutta,” 
but which the decorators fond- 
ly call “Broken Bottles,” hangs 
at the windows, and brightens 
the placidity of the room. 
Whimsical accessorizing com- 
pletes the charm of the room. 

The rooms were designed by 
Evelyn deVries and executed 
by Dorothy Durden.
